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MINE PLANTING AT FORT ADAMS.

A Short Nescription of (he Planting Sea—
son Now Going on at Fort
Adams, R. 1,

(teperal Ord, who has charge
of Mine Planting, arrived here on
Monday morming. The “Plant-
er'1s jJusta new vessel, haviog
peen out about 4 month, Mine
Planting eonsists of puotling
wines under water loaded with
gun cotton or dynamite. We have
been plauting the mines in rows
of saven.

The details 1 mine planting
are as follows:

Planting section—One on Port
and one op Starboard; the Aftt,
detail three row boats, each man-
ned by six men. One detal on
the distribution hox boat.

While the men on starboard
are planting one mine, the men
on port are goeting another
ready. The planter then makes
a sweeping turn, comes up past
tna distribution boat and gets tho
eable o the distribution boat; the
men on the »oat then make it
fust to the distmbution box by
means of a turkshead. The
planter keeps thus going first
from Port to Starhoard until the
gaven mings are planted and all
cables made fast by turkheads,
The distribution box is made fast
to a large cable which leads to the
casemate and 18 made fast to the
Electric Switeh, The mines are
so arranged that they can be fired
one at a time or all at once,

The bhoat crews have been
changed about ten times on ac-
count of the men getting seasick.
The water has been very rough,
the waves coming in on the small
boats some ten or fifteen feet
ligh, You can imagine the {eel-
1gs of the men 1n the boats,

Mine planting will continue
here for a week more, when the
men will be glad, once more to
make use of their bunks in the
afternoon,

The “Planter" after leaving
Fort Adams will go to Fart Greb-
el, where it will stay two weeks.

State Zoologist Surlace, m ac
knowleding their receipt, gave
the following information as to
the cause of their badly-appear-
ng condition:

“We find that the pear twigs
are nfested with scolytids or
bark beetles, which are boring
in the dead wood beneath the
bark. They have not caused the
death of these twigs, but they
are there because the twigs are
dead and afford favorable places
for the beetles tolive, It is prob
able that the pear Awigs died by
blight, and that the beetles came
Iater. There is nothing to do but
to cut wut the dead and dying
parts and burn them promptly.
For all cases of blight cat out and
burn the blighted parts.”
